This  Establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages. 

It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  celebrated  for  the 
mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three  miles  distant  from 
San  Jos6. 

The  College  was  incorporated  on  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  and  empowered 
to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors,  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  common  to  any  other  literary  Institution  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  a  full  statf  of  Professors,  this  institution  presents  considerable 
advantages  for  the  mental,  physical  and  moral  training  of  the  students.  It 
possesses  a  complete  phylosophical  apparatus,  and  chemical  laboratory,  fur¬ 
nished  with  all  the  means  required  for  every  kind  of  experiment  or  analj-sis. 

It  has,  besides,  an  extensive  mineralogical  cabinet,  embracing  a  valuable 
collection  of  foreign  and  native  specimens.  For  the  purpose  of  improving 
themselves  in  public  speaking,  and  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  relating  to 
the  laws  of  nature,  ethics,  etc.,  the  more  advanced  students  have  formed 
literary  societies,  provided  with  a  well  selected  library,  to  which  they  have 
access  during  leisure  hours. 

The  several  hours  of  the  day  are,  moreover,  so  judiciously  distributed 
between  the  private  study,  recitation  and  recreation,  that  while  to  each  a 
sufficient  time  is  allotted,  none  interferes  with  the  health  or  advancement  of 
the  Students.  To  test  the  improvement  of  the  pupils,  monthly  examinations 
are  held,  at  which  badges  of  distinction  are  conferred  on  the  most  worthy ; 
and,  to  excite  a  laudable  emulation,  silver  medals,  struck  for  the  purpose, 
and  valuable  premiums,  are  annually  distributed  to  those  who  have  most 
distinguished  themselves  during  the  year  in  their  several  classes. 

Nor  are  the  means  of  amusement,  whereby  health  may  be  promoted,  for¬ 
gotten.  Besides  an  extensive  play  ground,  and  a  large  gymnasium,  the 
students  may  daily  repair,  during  the  summer  months,  to  a  safe  and  com- 


modious  artificial  bathing  pond,  with  a  cemented  brick  wall,  one  hnndred 
and  sixty  feet  long  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  wide,  supplied  with  water 
by  an  artesian  well.  In  winter,  the  students  have  access  to  warm  baths. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  always  a  primary  care  with  the  Fathers,  and 
strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  study  hall;  the  recitation 
rooms  and  the  dormitory— the  latter  an  apartment  one  hundred  and  ten 
feet  long  and  forty  wide,  remarkable  for  its  neatness  and  airiness. 

For  the  use  of  the  sick,  there  is  a  comfortable  sitting  room  and  very  neatly 
furnished  infirmary,  with  a  choicely  stocked  apothecary  shop  attached ;  and, 
besides  the  daily  visit  of  an  able  physician,  an  experienced  infirmarian  is 
constantly  in  attendance.  Notwithstanding  all  these  advantages,  improve¬ 
ments  are  yearly  added,  and  others  are  in  contemplation,  which,  when  com¬ 
pleted,  will  place  this  College  on  a  level  with  the  best  educational  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  Union. 

But,  to  cultivate  the  heart,  to  form  and  cherish  good  habits,  to  prevent  and 
eradicate  evil  ones,  in  fine,  to  exercise  a  more  than  parental  care  over  the 
morals  of  the  pupils,  no  less  than  their  intellectual  and  physical  develop¬ 
ment,  are  paramount  duties  kept  constantly  and  sacredly  in  view  by  the 
Fathers.  This  being  naturally  and  properly  a  subject  of  great  solicitude 
with  parents,  the  institution  can,  in  this  respect,  offei'  them  assurances 
which  they  will  seek  in  vain  elsewhere  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

The  Philosophical  Apparatus  comprises : 

Twenty-eight  instruments  for  experiments  in  MECHANICS,  with  a  large 
apparatus  for  the  centrifugal  forces,  and  the  different  systems  of  pulleys. 

Twenty-five  for  HYDRAULICS,  with  all  the  models  of  fountains  and 
pumps,  which  especially  attract  the  attention  of  visitors. 

Fifty-two  for  PNEUMATICS. 

Sixty-two  for  CALORIC. 

lifty  for  ELECTRICITY.  Among  them  is  an  elegant,  large  and  powerful 
electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches  in  diameter. 
Its  power  is  such  as  to  charge,  in  a  few  minutes,  (if  the  weather  be  not  un¬ 
favorable,)  the  large  battery  of  eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon  each. 

Fifty-nine  machines  for  the  experiments  in  Galvanism  and  Magnetism. 
Among  them  is  the  great  magnetic  apparatus  of  Faraday,  as  lately  improved 
by  Rumkorf.  The  apparatus  for  re-producing  the  experiments  and  proving 
the  theories  of  Empere,  Oersted,  etc.,— Two  moderators  for  the  production  of 
the  electrical  light, — A  Galvanic  battery  of  sixty-five  cups  of  Bunzen. 

Sixty-nine  for  OPTICS.  Among  them  is  a  splendid  solar  microscope, 
which  works  also  by  means  of  the  electrical  light.  Several  compound 
microscopes,  micrometers,  etc.  The  different  instruments  for  the  projection 
of  the  polarization  of  light,— the  polyorama,  the  telescope  of  Duboscq.  A 
very  perfect  sextant,  the  same  which  has  been  used  by  the  late  Admiral  of 
France,  Dumont  Dorville,  in  his  expeditions. 

A  complete  Daguerreotyping  Apparatus. 

Twenty  machines  for  ACOUSTICS,  and  sixteen  for  SURVEYING. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  provided  with  over  five  hundred  pure  chemi- 
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cals,  and  with  all  the  instruments  necessary  for  the  most  complicated  manip¬ 
ulations. 

The  museum  of  mineralogy  is  continually  increasing.  It  has  already 
over  one  thousand  specimens  well  classified  and  labeled,  the  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  them  consisting  of  minerals  from  distant  countries. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  complete  this  splendid  collection,  especially  if  the 
friends  of  our  institution  will  be  kind  enough  to  send  us  such  specimens  of 
minerals  as  they  may  occasionally  happen  to  have  at  their  disposal. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  several  gen¬ 
tlemen,  who,  generously  answering  to  our  appeals,  have  favored  us  with  a 
great  variety  of  valuable  and  interesting  specimens  of  silver  and  copper  ores, 
fossils,  etc. 


&pttm  of  Instruction. 

The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  and  distinct  courses,  the 
Classical  and  the  Scievtifical. 

The  classical  includes  the  full  course  of  studies  as  laid  down  below. 

The  scientiUcal  comprises  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  Latin  and  Greek. 
To  these  is  added  a  Commercial  course,  for  the  convenience  of  those  who 
prefer  limiting  themselves  to  the  common  branches  of  a  business  education. 
This  course  embraces  Penmanship,  Arithmetic  in  full,  Book-Keeping,  Alge¬ 
bra,  Linear  and  Plane  Geometry,  English  Grammar,  Epistolary  style,  Rhet¬ 
oric,  Spanish  and  Fx'ench  Languages,  Commentaries  on  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  outline  of  the  Civil  Jurisprudence  of  the  United  States, 
and  Political  Economy. 

There  is,  besides,  a  Preparatory  Department  in  which  Spelling,  Reading, 
Writing,  and  the  olements  of  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography,  are 
taught.

After  some  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  Natural  Science,  Moral  Philosophy, 
Science  of  Government,  and  higher  Mathematics,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  will  be  conferred  upon  such  as  shall  have  creditably  passed  a  rigid  ex¬ 
amination.

The  Student  who  has  pursued  the  course  prescribed  for  the  scientific  De¬ 
partment,  and  after  due  examination  is  judged  competent,  is  entitled  to  the 
degree  of  Baccalaureate  of  Science.

On  those  who  have  satisfactorily  studied  the  course  assigned  for  the  Com¬ 
mercial  Department,  a  particular  Diploma  will  be  conferred. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS, 


<§mral  Remarks. 


The  scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  at  about  the 
end  of  August  and  closes  about  the  end  of  June,  with  a  literary  exhibition, 
the  conferring  of  degrees  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  A  public  ex¬ 
amination  of  all  the  classes  takes  place  immediately  before  the  close  of  the 
academic  year.  There  is  also  a  minor  examination  towaxd  the  end  of  Feb 
ruary.  At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  exami¬ 
nation,  if  any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be 
promoted. 


(Smral  ^eplatioits. 

When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  i*  ex¬ 
amined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he  may 
be  adapted.  He  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  classical  or 
scientifical  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half  a 
session ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  dismissal 
or  protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exercises 
of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  any  religious  denomina¬ 
tion  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uni¬ 
formity,  to  be  present,  with  propriety,  at  divine  worship  in  the  Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 
except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-third  of  December  to  the 
second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guardians. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  Tutor  or  Prefect,  unless  the  President  deem  otherwise. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as  have 
been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters,  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  positively  prohibited. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prefects  or 
Tutors. 
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Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory,  or  im¬ 
moral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his  pa¬ 
rents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  recreation  day. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  the  places  obtained  in  the  several 
classes  are  proclaimed ;  badges  of  honor  are  conferred  upon  the  most  deserv¬ 
ing  in  each  class,  and  printed  certificates  given  to  those  who  have  distin¬ 
guished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by  their  diligence  and  good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students,  whose  parents  live  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  College,  are  allowed  to  visit  them  ;  but  they  must  return 
before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  or  wards. 


Hjfmal  Simtioits. 

On  entering  the  Institution  the  student  must  be  provided  with  a  mattress, 
six  feet  long,  and  three  feet  wide,  two  pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  two 
blankets,  a  white  counterpane,  three  suits  of  clothes  adapted  to  the  season, 
a  sufficient  number  of  shirts,  drawers,  handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes,  and  other 
articles  of  the  wardrobe ;  napkins,  towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other 
indispensable  articles. 

All  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  bo  under  the  charge  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  The  mend¬ 
ing  of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done  in  the  Institution  at  reasonable  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  bo  allowed  to  any 
student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are  made 
by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient  sum  is  to 
be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

"When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

THESES  OH  RATIONAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Logic. 

I.  Besides  the  Intellect  (which  is  the  principal  faculty  with  which  Logic 
has  to  deal,)  there  are  subordinate  faculties  which  require  the  assistance  of 
Logic  for  the  acquisition  of  truth,  and  therefore  certain  rules  are  assigned 
for  the  direction  of  these  faculties. 

II.  The  acts  of  the  understanding  are  threefold :  Perception,  Judgment, 
and  Ratiocination. 

III.  Definition  and  Division  are  necessary  aids  for  a  correct  perception. 

IV.  A  proposition,  being  the  exterior  expression  of  a  Judgment  formed 
in  the  mind,  may  vary  according  to  the  quality,  quantity  or  extension  of 
the  copula,  subject  or  predicate. 

V.  Every  form  of  argumentation,  including  even  the  principle  of  iden¬ 
tity,  may  be  reduced  to  the  principle  of  contradiction,  as  this  is  the  only 
means  of  testing  the  legitimacy  of  any  deduction. 
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VI.  The  criteria  by  which  the  certitude  of  any  truth  may  be  acquired, 
are  five :  Consciousness,  the  External  Senses,  Common  Sense,  Human  Au¬ 
thority,  and  Evidence. 

VII.  Impossibility,  from  which  the  idea  of  possibility  is  derived,  may  be 
divided  into  metaphysical,  physical,  ordinary,  and  that  of  common  sense. 

VIII.  In  order  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  any  unknown 
thing,  we  must  proceed  from  some  thing  already  known,  but  we  must  be 
aware  that  there  exists  a  bond  of  union  between  them. 

IX.  Our  judgments  concerning  the  actions  of  men  must  be  governed  by 
rules'different  from  those  used  in  considering  the  nature  of  things. 

X.  Human  authority,  restricted  by  the  rules  of  criticism,  leads  to  cer¬ 
tainty. 

XI.  Hypothesis,  Analysis  and  Synthesis,  when  properly  used,  materially 
assist  in  the  acquirements  of  truth. 


METAPHYSICS. 

I.  The  Soul  in  its  present  state,  while  joined  with  the  body,  cannot  ex¬ 
perience  any  sensation  but  through  the  medium  of  the  senses. 

II.  Matter  is  insensible — therefore  neither  the  nervous  fluid  nor  electri¬ 
city  as  identified  with  the  magnetic  and  galvanic  fluid,  can  be  the  principle 
of  sensation  as  some  erroneously  maintain. 

III.  All  sensations  are  either  immanent  or  representative. 

IV.  Sensation  is  not  a  mere  internal  phenomenon  of  the  soul,  but  is 
produced  by  objects  distinct  from  it,  independently  of  the  will,  and  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  necessary  order  and  connected  with  our  organization. 

V.  The  sensations  of  color,  of  odor,  of  sound,  and  even  many  of  those 
acquired  by  the  touch,  represent  no  quality  inherent  in  the  bodies  which 
cause  them. 

VI.  Extension  in  the  objects  of  our  sensations  is  not  a  mere  interior 
phenomenon  of  our  mind,  but  something  really  existing  outside  ourselves. 

VII.  The  superiority  of  the  sense  of  touch  over  that  of  vision,  as  main¬ 
tained  by  Contillac,  is  inadmissible,  as  being  contrary  to  the  very  nature  of 
things. 

VIII.  Our  exterior  sensations  would  be  unable,  without  the  power  of 
imagination,  to  keep  the  mind  in  relation  with  the  exterior  woild. 

IX.  Pleasure  and  pain — the  ordinary  attendants  of  sensations  derived 
from  exterior  objects — are  well  calculated  for  the  preservation  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual. 


THESES  OH  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

I.  There  must  be  a  certain  and  fixed  rule  of  morality  implanted  in  the 
heart  of  man,  and  independent  of  any  human  conventionality. 

II.  Neither  public  nor  private  utility  can  constitute  the  essential  rule  of 
morality. 

HI.  Utility,  though  inseparably  joined  with  morality,  does  not,  in  itself, 
constitute  its  essence. 
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IV.  It  is  incorrect  to  define  morality  as  “conformity  with  reason.”  or  as 
“  and  absolute  fact  of  human  nature.” 

V.  God  alone  is  the  first,  essential  and  absolute  principle  of  the  moral 
order. 

VI.  As  absolute,  essential  and  necessary  morality  consists  in  the  love 
which  God  owes  himself,  because  of  His  own  perfections,  so  relative  morality, 
namely,  that  which  pertains  to  human  actions,  must  consist  in  the  love 
which  man  owes,  either  implicitly  or  explicitly,  to  God  as  the  essential  prin¬ 
ciple  of  morality.  Hence  the  wisdom  of  the  first  precept  of  the  Christian  law, 
“  Thou  slialt  love  the  Lord  thy  God.” 

VII.  The  obligation  of  any  positive  law  is  derived  from  the  natural  law, 
or,  in  other  words,  is  the  same  obligation  applied  to  a  particular  case. 

VIII.  Man  owes  to  God  exterior  as  well  as  interior  worship,  as  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  the  love,  gratitude  and  dependence  due  to  a  Supreme  Being. 

IX.  The  fundamental  duty  of  man,  with  respect  to  himself,  is  expressed 
in  the  formula  “  love  thyself,”  and  consists,  as  to  its  practice,  in  the  harmo¬ 
nious  development  of  his  faculties. 

X.  It  is  the  duty  of  man  to  improve  his  own  intellect. 

XI.  Man,  being  closely  connected  with  the  physical  order,  has  duties  to 
perform  with  relation  to  it. 

XII.  Anything  tending  directly  to  destroy  our  life,  or  to  materially  im¬ 
pair  our  constitution,  is  opposed  to  the  law  of  order,  and  is  criminal. 

XIII.  All  the  constitutive  faculties  of  man  clearly  show  that  he  is  made 
for  society. 

XIV.  As  domestic  society  is  the  basis  of  the  social  order,  so  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  great  family  of  mankind  depends  on  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  obligations  respectively  incumbent  on  the  members  of  each  family 
toward  the  whole. 

XV.  Public  authority,  in  itself,  is  a  necessary  law  of  nature,  and  not  a 
creation  of  man ;  though  in  concrete,  it  belongs  to  man,  as  constituted  in 
society,  to  determine  the  subject  of  it. 

XVI.  The  perfection  of  society  is  the  perfection  of  its  members,  and  will 
therefore  be  proportioned  to  the  means  it  employs  for  the  perfection  of  the 
individuals  that  compose  it. 

XVII.  The  right  of  property,  as  well  as  the  gratuitous  and  non-gratui- 
tous  conveyance  of  the  same,  are  based  on  labor. 

XVIII.  It  is  the  duty  of  society  to  protect  and  advance  the  cause  of  mor¬ 
ality  and  religion. 

XIX.  Civil  law  is  defined  “an  ordination  of  reason  directed  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  good,  and  promulgated  by  the  authority  of  Him  who  has  the  supervision 
of  society.”  Any  other  definition  is  defective. 

XX.  Without  rewards  and  punishments,  human  society  would  have  no 
guarantees  for  the  durability  of  its  existence.

THESES  ON  PHYSICO-  MATHEMATICS. 


COLLISION  OF  BODIES. 

I.  When  one  inelastic  body  strikes  another,  either  at  rest  or  moving  in 
the  same  or  opposite  direction,  the  two  bodies  move  together  as  one  mass, 
with  a  velocity  equal  to  the  sum  or  difference  of  the  momenta  divided  by  the 
weight  of  the  two  bodies. 

II.  The  ballistic  pendulum  is  a  useful  application  of  the  same  principle. 

III.  In  the  collision  of  elastic  bodies,  the  velocity  lost  by  the  one,  and 
gained  by  the  other,  is  twice  that  which  would  be  it  the  bodies  were  inelastic. 


IV.  When  equal  elastic  bodies  infringe  upon  one  another,  each  moves  after 
mpact  with  the  previous  velocity  of  the  other. 
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STRENGTH  OF  MATERIALS. 

I.  The  strength  of  a  beam,  resting  horizontally  on  its  two  ends,  from  a 
weight  on  its  center,  is  proportionate  to  the  area  of  cross  section  multiplied 
by  the  depth  of  its  center  of  gravity. 

II.  In  beams  of  different  lengths,  resting  on  two  supports,  the  strength 
varies  as  the  area  of  the  section  into  the  depth  of  the  center  of  gravity,  di¬ 
vided  by  the  length  into  the  weight. 

III.  The  strength  of  any  bar,  in  the  direction  of  its  length,  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  area  of  its  transverse  section. 

IV.  The  stress  of  any  part  of  a  horizontal  beam,  supported  at  both  ends, 
being  proportional  to  the  product  of  its  two  distances  from  the  supported  end, 
it  follows,  that  if  the  figure  of  a  beam  he  elliptical,  and  its  two  opposite  sides 
parallel  planes,  such  a  beam  is  equally  strong  throughout. 

V.  It  were  the  same  if,  supported  at  one  end  only,  it  had  the  form  of  an 
isosceles  wedge,  or  of  a  parabola. 

VI.  The  lateral  strength  of  two  cylinders  of  the  same  matter,  and  of 
equal  weight  and  length,  one  of  which  is  hollow  and  the  other  solid,  are  to 
each  other  as  the  diameters  of  their  sections. 


CALORIC. 

I.  Not  only  the  size  of  the  bodies,  but  also  their  being  in  a  solid  rather 
than  in  a  liqiiid  state,  depends  on  a  certain  quantity  of  heat,  different  for 
different  bodies. 

II.  Heat,  no  less  than  light,  undergoes  reflection,  refraction  and  polari¬ 
zation. 

III.  The  absolute  quantity  of  heat  emitted  by  a  body,  in  a  given  time, 
may  be  ascertained. 

Principal  laws  of  Hydraulics,  with  their  applications. 


THESES  OH  ASTEONOMY. 

Proposition  1st. — The  planets  revolve  around  the  sun  in  an  elliptical  orbit. 

Proposition  2d. — The  planets  describe  equal  areas,  in  equal  times,  in  the 
planes  of  their  orbits. 

Proposition  3d. — The  squares  of  the  times  of  the  periodical  revolutions  of 
the  planets  are,  to  each  other,  as  the  cubes  of  their  mean  distances  from  the 
sun. 

Problems.  The  times  of  the  revolutions  of  all  the  planets  being  given,  to 
determine  their  relative  distances  from  the  sun. 

Proposition  4th. — The  masses  of  celestial  globes,  that  have  satellites,  are 
as  the  cubes  of  the  distances  from  their  satellites,  divided  by  the  squares  of 
the  times  of  the  periodical  revolutions  of  their  satellites. 

Problems.  Given  the  revolutions  and  distances  of  the  Earth,  Jupiter, 
Saturn,  etc.,  from  the  Sun,  as  well  as  the  distances  and  revolutions  of  their 
satellites,  to  determine  their  relative  masses. 
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Different  periods,  and  revolutions  relating  to  the  Earth  and  Moon. 

Problems  depending  on  them : 

1.  Given  the  distance  of  the  Sun  from  the  Moon’s  nodes  at  the  time  of 
the  first  New  Moon  of  the  year,  to  find  out  the  days  and  number  of  eclipses 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon  during  the  same  year. 

2.  Given  the  equations  necessary  to  correct  the  anomaly  of  the  Sun  and 
of  the  Moon,  to  determine  the  very  minute  in  which  an  eclipse  will  take 
place.
